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HERE are over two thousand 

varieties of Peonies — and 
more coming. They are NOT all 
good. Some are poor im form; 
others are wishy-washy in color. 
Many of the high-priced British 
productions are ghastly failures. 
Some of the extensively boomed 
American ones are as bad. If 
nurserymen and growers would 
reduce their offerings very mater- 
tally, thus suemplifying matters for 
the retarl. customer, it would be 
more sane and reasonable, and 
without loss of any kind to anybody

O you know the Peony — the mod- 

ern, improved, glorious Peony in 
all its wealth of perfect loveliness ? 
If you do, you will not name us 
hereties for daring to call it the ‘‘ Queen of 
Flowers,’ over the rose. If you do not — if 
-vou only know the old red *‘ piney”’ of child- 
hood days, with the strong pungent savor, 
you have missed a lot, and the sooner you 
learn to know the marvels that have been wrought 
by hybridization and inter-crossing, and have in 
your garden the best that has resulted from the 
years of patient labor of others, the happier you 
will be among your flowers. 

Peony “Eugene Verdier” ‘Therearea good many fallacies and stupid prejudices 
in this world —just because somebody long ago Jed the way ; and 
there is an unreasonable prejudice in favor of the rose. Any kind of 
a rose, mind you, just so it comes under the nomenclature of the 
rose. To be sure, if one might grow in his garden American Beauty 
roses and the many lovely hothouse varieties with the ease that one 
grows poppies, or with only a reasonable amount of trouble and 
worry, the Peony might have to take a back seat — comparatively. 
But when one considers that only ‘‘ fair to middling” sorts of roses 
can be grown by the amateur without sitting up nights to watch 
them, and that the rule is that the really well-formed and lovely sorts 
are Seen only in the professional’s greenhouse — when one: considers 
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this, the Peony rises at once to the prominence and worth it so 
richly deserves. 

A prominent British grower of Peonies has well said that ‘‘ the 
Peony is the flower for the million and the millionaire.’’ By this he 
probably meant that there is no flower that serves so well or is so 
extensively employed for glorious and imposing effects on the 
grounds and estates of the wealthy class, and at the same time is so 
well adapted to the modest garden where no attendant is employed 
and where the hours spent by the owner in his or her garden are lim- 
ited. For the Peony is independent and vigorous, and takes eare of 
itself. / 

Once planted, all is done; nothing more is required beyond a 
liberal dressing of manure every fall, and each succeeding year adds 
to the size and beauty of the flowers. Consider these features: The 
Peony is as hardy as the oak — absolutely free from diseases of any 
kind ,—entirely free from insects and pests of any sort. No dusting, 
spraying or hand-picking of worms. No roots to take up each fall, 
as with the dahlia. The foliage is rich and glossy and of a beautiful 
deep green color, thus rendering the plants very ornamental even 
when out of flower. All of the improved varieties are deliciously 
sweet-scented, and many surpass the rose and carnation in delicacy 
of fragrance. The flowers are of immense proportions, reaching in 
some instances the large size of seven to nine inches in diameter and 
five to six inches in depth. The range of color, too, is so varied that 
almost every tint of pink, red, crimson and yellow is comprised in 
the list. Many of the varieties are as chaste, delicate and refined as 
the daintiest rose. 

Now there are upwards of two thousand varieties of Peonies, and 
it is a fact—which no grower or nurseryman can honestly dispute— 
that hundreds of them are so nearly alike as to be practically identi- 
cal. In any event, only an expert can distinguish the difference. If 
you send to one of the large nurseries for a catalogue or list you will 
be confronted with more or less accurate descriptions of from one hun- 
dred to three hundred sorts. The average retail customer is confused 
and perplexed by this array. He wants a few of the very best — the 
newest and most desirable; perhaps a half dozen or a dozen and per- 
haps not even that many kinds, to plant either singly amongst his 
shrubs or to arrange in beds. He doesn’t know which to choose. Each 
description in the big catalogue seems to outdo the one just gone 
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before. He plods on for a while, then finally goes back to the head 
of the list and starts afresh. 

At last, in desperation, he makes a selection, and he is quite as 
likely to get the poorest as the best. And we may add that we can- 
not agree with the expressed opinion of a well-known grower that 
‘“there are no poor ones.’’? There are! Some well-advertised varie- 
ties are poor in form ; others last no time at all, even if cut in the bud 
and placed in water. Some of the tricolored varieties are distressing 
combinations of color. We have in mind in particular one exten- 
sively boomed tricolor that can scarcely be said to sustain its repu- 


tation for beauty. ; 
Our List 


Our list now consists of exactly one hundred carefully selected 
sorts of Double Herbaceous Peonies. Frankly this number of varie- 
ties is far in excess of the number that really should be offered to the 
general retail trade, unfamiliar as it is with Peony nomenclature and 
the many distinctions—often without a difference. Kvery grower, if 
he wanted to be honest about it, would confirm this statement. But, 
all within the past few years, there has come into existence a steadily 
increasing number of 
‘*Peony cranks’; and 
we use this term in a 
complimentary sense, if 
we may so express it, 
certainly without disre- 
spect, for we are mem- 
bers of the order our- 
selves. These customers 
demand the new and 
‘rare’? varieties, and 
they will have them, 
whether or not these 
new sorts actually sur- 
pass the older standard 
kinds. 

We are, and have 
been growing for years 
several hundred varie- 
ties. The number and 
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character of the varieties in our fields has been constantly changing 
and shifting, as we have cast some out as not entirely worthy and 
tried the new ones as they came into general cultivation. Our list of 
one hundred sorts as now made up we consider complete and beyond 
the advisability of a change in a very long while. The points con- 
stantly kept in mind in making this selection have been, size, per- 
fection of form, fragrance, vigor of bloom, lasting quality for cut 
flowers, and landscape effect. The entire range of form and color is 
covered absolutely, and all of the exquisite and really worthy new 
things of French and British production have been added. If you do 
not find listed in this booklet a variety you think ought to be here, 
it is because a better one has displaced it, or, for the reason that it is 
practically identical with one listed. For example: there is a ‘‘Duch- 
esse de Nemours’’ by Guerin (do not confuse this with Calot’s). We 
do not have it because it is apparently identical with our ‘‘ L’ Esper- 
ance.’’ Likewise we do not offer ‘‘ Delicatissima’’ because we have 
been unable to cbserve any marked difference between it and 
‘* Floral Treasure.’’ 


‘*Rare’’ and ‘‘ Fine’’ 


Judging from the contents of some letters we have received, a 
great many people are misled by the descriptions attached to the 
varieties in many catalogs, including our own. Itis pernaps natural 
that in these cases persons should fancy the word ‘‘ rare’’ to mean 
‘‘very fine’’; especially when from one to three dollars is asked for 
_ the variety. In point of fact ‘‘rare’’ and ‘‘fine’’ are not always syn- 
onymous in these instances, and for the benefit of intending pur- 
chasers we desire to say that in this booklet and its accompanying 
price lists, many varieties quoted at from $1.50 to $3.00 do not surpass 
—sometimes do not equal—other sorts at fifty and seventy-five cents. 
The very new sorts of recent introduction that some people insist 
upon having because they are new, are “rare’’ and high-priced be- 
cause there is as yet no considerable stock of it in existence. It does 
not necessarily mean that they surpass the somewhat older kinds. 
As an example ‘‘ Edulis Superba’’, ‘“‘ L’ Esperance” and ‘‘ Humei 
Carnea”’ are offered by nearly all growers at low prices because there 
is a good deal of the stock about; yet these varieties are not sur- 
passed by a very great number of the newer sorts. 


Se 
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Planting 


The Peony is of such easy culture that there is little to be said by 
way of instruction as to planting. The plants will thrive astonish- 
ingly in very poor svil. We have seen them growing and doing well 
in ground that seemed to be principally stiff yellow clay. It is 
scarcely necessary to say, however, that altho the Peony will thrive 
in a surprising manner under the utmost neglect, it should have 
proper attention and be well planted at the beginning. Prepare 
your ground well, therefore, by working up a deep, rich soil with a 
good quantity of well-rotted cow 
manure and you will be well re- 
paid by the increased size of 
fancy blooms and the general 
vigor of the plants. The root 
should be set in the ground with 
the topmost ‘‘eyes’’ about three 
inches below the surface of the 
soil, and after the ground has 
been well firmed around it — 
using care not to damage the 
tender buds —a liberal muleh of 
manure scattered lightly over 
the top. For permanent plant- 
ing Peonies should be set from 
three to four feet apart each way, 
and left undisturbed for at least 
eight years. 

When it is desired to inter- 
sperse Peonies among other 
hardy garden fiowers, or at in- | 
tervals along a border of shrubs, they should be planted in groups of 
from three to five, each group to be of one variety. In arranging a 
bed of Peonies of from fifteen to fifty roots — according to the space 
at command — we strongly urge the planting of one variety. For 
while sorts may be had that bloom in theory about the same time, 
the result is never satisfactory, for in fact they come straggling into 
bloom one after the other and the effect desired is never. wholly 
gained. A bed of one fine sort is a magnificent sight. 
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Time to Plant 


It is a pity — for the sake of the Peony — that when the fall sets 
in the great majority of people forget about flowers and their gar- 
dens and turn to other things. For the fall season is the only season 
in which the Peony should be moved. In fact, it is the only season 
it can be moved without giving it a setback. We have practically 
discontinued spring shipments and only do so when customers 
insist upon it. We begin digging in the fall on September Ist, and 
the last orders are filled about October 25th. 


Purchase Your Peonies from a 
Specialist Grower 


We submit to you the reasonableness of this suggestion. We 
have no slighting words to say about the many very reliable firms 
of general nurserymen ; but it seems a rational conclusion that con- 
centration of effort — specializing — by an individual or firm, upon 
any one branch of horticulture, would be productive of the best 
results for intending purchasers. The argument applies in every 
field of human effort. It is especially applicable in Peony culture, 
for it may be said without reservation that Peony nomenelature is in 
the utmost confusion. Many listed varieties are spurious, and new 
and weird names are coined every season and applied to old varie- 
ties. The most charitable interpretation to be put upon this pro- 
ceeding is, that it is done because the growers have lost track of 
things in their fields, and not because they want to lead the public 
to believe they are offering actual new varieties. We have labored 
and studied and spent a great deal of money to get our varieties true. 
We so guarantee them, and we stand ready and willing to replace 
any that prove (after they have reached their normal blooming 
period) to be otherwise. 


Remember This 


Here’s a point that we feel like being honest about—many deal- 
ers are silent on the subject. It takes fully three years from the 
time the root (that is usually sent out) is planted before it becomes 
established to a degree to enable it to produce normal flowers. Do 
not pass final judgment on a Peony until you have had it three or 
four years in the ground. Some nurseries quote roots at very low 
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prices, but they send out such miserable little things — sometimes 
containing only one ‘‘eye’’ with a weak root back of it —that they 
look as though they had just sprung from seed. You cannot expect 
anything fully satisfactory from this kind under four years. 

The plants we send out are not divisions ; that is, they are not 
microscopic pieces of root, but of one year’s growth or divisions 
more than equaling one year’s growth. We can supply large three-, 
four- and five-year clumps in limited quantities. Prices on thesea 
matter of correspondence.

We are strictly retail, and our prices are net and as low as the 
same quality of TRUE STOCK can be had elsewhere. Plants care- 
fully packed will be sent either by freight or express, as purchaser 
may desire. Small orders of from one to four plants can be sent by 
mail, providing customers will be satisfied with considerably smaller 
roots than those we ordinarily send out, and will add to their remit- 
tances the amount of postage as follows: one root, 20c ; two to four 
roots, 30e. No goods sent C. O. D. unless remittance is received for 
half the amount of the purchase. Remittances may be made by 
Post-office Money Order on Sinking Springs, Pennsylvania, Regis- 
tered Letter, or Check.
